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BASIC-ABSTRACT: 


The cutter is formed by a laer. The beam is moved backwards and 
forwards over 

the beak to cut and remove it. A mirror is placed in the path of the 
laser 

beam which can be moved to and fro to turn the beam through a 
reflecting angle. 

The beak is centralised in an opening, and this registers a break in 
the light 

beam from a light source at a photocell. The signal is sent to a 
control unit 

which activates the moving parts and the laser. The mirror is turned 
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' so that 

the beak is burnt off by the lsaer.
